The proof of the Oneness of Allah Almighty is 
firstly the intellect i.e. human intellect, as long as it 
is of sound mind it is able to take in and hold the 
concept that Allah Almighty is One.

What is the meaning of Wajib-ul-Wujud? 
Wayjib-ul-Wujud is one whose existence is 
compulsory and whose non-existence is impossible 
i.e. He always existed, will live forever and never 
have an ending (i.e. never die). He was not created 
by anyone but he created everything. His existence 
is due to Himself (i.e. He does not rely on anyone 
else). All of this means that this special being is 
and can only be Allah Almighty. 
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Q8) What does Qadim (Eternal) mean? 


Ans: Qadim is one who existed before time i.e. from 
infinity. This is also known as Azli i.e. being 
without a beginning. 


Q9) What does Bagi (Remain) mean?

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How humble was the Holy Prophet Mohammad 
(Peace be upon him)? 


The Holy Prophet Mohammad (Peace be upor 
him) in his daily life was more humble thar 
anyone else. In the company of his friends a 
stranger may not recognise him. 


During migration (Hijrat) from holy Makkah t 
holy Madina, the Holy Prophet Mohammad (Peace 
be upon him) and Hazrat Abu Bakr Sadig (KA 
arrived in Qubaa, where hundreds of people trom 
holy Madina had come to receive the Holy Prophei 
Mohammad (Peace be upon him). The people 
could not first differentiate till Hazrat Abu Bak 
Sadiq (RA) got up and spread his head cover on 
the sacred shoulders of the Holy Prophet 
Mohammad (Peace be upon him). This was 
because the Holy Prophet Mohammad (Peace be 
upon him) did not like to occupy any special sea! 
or wear any special distinctive clothing’s or maa 
his companions behave in a way that he may look 
- elevated. He liked to be like anyone else. He said 
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“Worst among the mankind are those who call 
themselves kings and look down upon others”. 
Everyone else felt comfortable in his company. 
This was his style which he did not change even 
when the whole of Saudi Arabia lay under his feet. 


How clean was the Holy Prophet Mohammad 
(Peace be upon him)? 


The Holy Prophet Mohammad (Peace be upon 
him) loved cleanliness. He was very particular 
about his personal hygiene and neatness of his 
dress. Even as a child, he never played with dirt. 
Among the worldly things if he did like anything, 
it was good perfume, which he applied liberally. 
His hair was always properly oiled and combed; 
his nails were sharply cut and clean; and his teeth 
were shining bright, brushed at least five times a 
day. 

Mother of faithful’s, Hazrat Ayesha Sadiga (RA) 
states that the last act of earthly life of the Holy 
Prophet Mohammad (Peace be upon him) was 
brushing of his sacred teeth. He remained always 
in a state of ablution (wuzu), clean in all respects. 


How did the Holy Prophet Mohammad (Peace be 
upon him) dress? 

The Holy Prophet Mohammad (Peace be upon 
him) had no particular preferences, in the matters 
of dress, accept that it must be neat, clean and 
modest. He did not like to wear showy, colourful 
dresses, which exhibit pride or make one look

“What was the style of the Holy Prophet 
Mohammad (Peace be upon him)? 


The Holy Prophet Mohammad (Peace be upon 


him) liked to do things with his right hand and 


begin from the right side. Even in ordinary matters 
Such aS wearing the shirt or a pyjama or shoe he 
would start from the right side. On meeting 
people, he would always shake hands with the 
person on his right. While entering the mosque, or 
home, he would step the right foot in first. 
However while leaving home or a mosque he used 
to step out left foot first. 


similarly while cleaning he made more use of his 
left hand than the right one. 
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How did the Holy Prophet Mohammad (Peace be 
upon him) speak? 

He was neither talkative, nor too serious. His was 
the most pleasant company. He liked other persons 
to talk and listen himself. His speech was like the 
pearls of necklace. He would utter his word: 
forcefully and carefully but in a low volume so that 
everyone could understand him and remember 
them without confusion. 


What type of personality did the Holy Prophet 
Mohammad (Peace be upon him) have? 


: The Holy Prophet Mohammad’s (Peace be upon 


him) personality was very charming; with an 
always smiling face. His companions state that 
they had never seen anyone more smiling than 
him. But he hardly laughed with an open mouth 


Whenever he met anyone, it was his endeavour to 
be the first in greeting. He said, “One who greets 
first, his reward is twice than the one who returns 
greetings . His greetings used to be followed by « 
warm handshake, and he would be last one t 
withdraw his hand. There were no formalities with 
him. Anyone could stop him in the way or call a‘ 
him and he would not leave until the other mar 
lett. He would never reject any invitation from 
anyone, even from a slave boy. If he was given: 
gift, he would return it with a better one. He 
advised, Invite each other on meals and exchange 


gifts. This will develop feelings of fraternity and 


love among you”. 
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What was the Holy Prophet Mohammad (Peace 
be upon him) like at home? 


At home, the Holy Prophet Mohammad (Peace be 
upon him) was a loving husband and a loving 
father. He took part in household chores and 
helped his wives. He would mend his own 
clothing, clean the house and extend help in 
cooking and washing dishes. Hazrat Ayesha 
Sadiga (RA) states that at their home they used to 
talk all type of things and discuss family matters. 
They too had their family quarrels, but the Holy 
Prophet Mohammad (Peace be upon him) would 
always take it lightly. If he was annoyed, he would 
simply be quite for sometime, but never shouted 
back. They also used to have their leisure and 
entertainments. Sometimes, he would take his 
family out on long walks. Sometimes they would 
race together and enjoy themselves. 


What was the Holy Prophet Mohammad (Peace 
be upon him) like with children? 


The Holy Prophet Mohammad (Peace be upon 
him)) was very fond of children, in spite of his 
extremely busy life and high office, he used to find 
time to play with the children of holy Madina, his 
Own grand sons Hazrat Imam Hassan (RA) and 
Hazrat Imam Hussain (RA) used to ride on his 
back while he knelt in prayers. He would not get 
up until they alighted themselves.

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Holy Prophet

The Holy Prophet Mohammad’s (Peace be upor 
him) life was highly disciplined and dynamic. A\ 
his activities were regularized by the routine of th 
five times daily prayers. His rest timings were few 
but definite. 


The Holy Prophet Mohammad’s (Peace be upor 
him) daily schedule was to have a small siesta aite: 
the noon prayer and would go to bed soon after the 
Isha prayers. He would always get up late at night 
for the Tahajud namaz and stand for hours betore 
Allah Almighty, reciting the holy Quraan, 
imploring forgiveness for any weakness on his 
own part and praying for the Muslims in particular 
and the mankind in general. 

After Fajr namaz, it was the Holy Prophei 
Mohammad’s (Peace be upon him) routine to 
spend the morning hours in the performance of his 
official duties. When the sun rose high, he usec tc 
visit his family and attend to their needs. [hen he 
would back to the mosque and continue his officia: 
duties, receiving visitors and preaching Islam. 


In the afternoon, he again attended the prophetic 
duties and the affairs of the state. He especial) 
valued the time between the Asar and Maghrit 
namaz, he would spend it in training and the 
teaching of the old and new Muslims. In one corner 
of the Masjid Nabvi, great mosque of Holy Madina 
was a college to prepare teachers of Islam. The 
Holy Prophet Mohammad (Peace be upon him) 
loved to sit with them and explain holy Quraan t¢ 
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them. After this he would join the mujahideen and 
their military training camp situated at the other 
end of the mosque. 


What was the Holy Prophet Mohammad’s (Peace 
be upon him) daily life like? 

Everyday the Holy Prophet Mohammad (Peace be 
upon him) would find time to visit the sick and the 
needy. Soon after the Maghrib namaz he used to 
have his dinner. Often he invited his close friends 
for dinner to discuss the affairs of the emerging 
state of holy Madina and plan for future 
programmes. He was the best in manners. He 
stated, “Allah Almighty has sent me to complete 
the good manners”. He further stated, “on the day 
of judgement one with the better manners will be 
near to me in ranks”. 


In his noble life there is a solution for the problem 
of everyone. If you have a problem, ask yourself, 
how the Holy Prophet Mohammad (Peace be upon 
him) might have solved that problem? You will 
certainly find the solution in the holy Quraan and 
Hadith. | 


Make dua that Allah Almighty bless the Holy 
Prophet Mohammad (Peace be upon him) and that 


we may follow his noble example at every stage of 
life. 
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What is ilm-e-ghaib? 
Ilm-e-Ghaib is the knowledge of the unseen. 


Is ilm-e-ghaib not an attribute of Allah 
Almighty? 

It must be kept in mind that ilm-e-ghaib (the 
knowledge of the unseen) is Allah Almighty’s Owr 
Attribute.

The Holy Prophet Muhammad (Peace be upon 
him) recognizing her sacrifices for Islam, extended 
his shelter by marrying Hazrat Sauda (R.A), who 
was then 50 years old. She served the Holy Prophet 


Muhammad (Peace be upon him) for 14 years. She 
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died at the age of 72 in holy Madina during the 
Caliphate of Hazrat Umar-e Faroog (R.A).

Hazrat Hafsa (R.A): 


Shey was a daughter of Hazrat Umar-e Faroog 
(R. A). Her husband Hazrat Khunais (R.A)

He took part in the battles of 
Badr and Uhd. He was seriously injured in Uhd

It is clear by the given examples that these great 
personages measured every innovation by the 
yardstick Of Shariah. They permitted only those 
innovations to stay which were in consonance with 
the teachings of Islam and forbade those which 
were repugnant to Shariah. 


The Holy Prophet Muhammad (Peace be upon 
him) has himself described the one as innovator of 
Sunnah who innovates a good or virtuous thing. 
This saying of the Holy Prophet Muhammad 
(Peace be upon him) permits good and virtuous 
innovations. The innovator of virtuous thing 
Whether it is about worship or manners will keep 
earning Cumulative reward on _ being 
followed/ practised by successive believers till the 
Doomsday. 


However every person can not innovate a certain 
thing and describe that as good innovation. It is an 
exclusive domain of Muslim scholars to innovate 
any good or virtuous thing i.e. Bidat-e-Hasanah 
and allow its practice by believers in any age or 
time. The followers of such Bidat-e-Hasanah will 
not be called Bidati (heretic) but Sunni (the 
followers of Sunnah). 


What are examples of good bidat in our daily 
religious activities? 


Ans) The following are examples of good bidats (bidat- 
e-hasana): 
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IMAAN: Every Muslim child is taught [maan-

A believer who commits major sins will definitely 
be entered into heavens either by the grace of Allah 
Almighty or by the intercession of the Holy 
Prophet Muhammad (Peace be upon him) or after 
having served the term of his punishment and then 
he will never come out from it i.e. the paradise will 
be his permanent abode. 


How will the major sins be forgiven? 


There are two kinds of major sins i.e. non- 
observance of Huqooq-ullah (duties towards Allah 
Almighty) and violation of Huqooq-ul-'Ibaad 
(human rights). The major sins concerning non- 
observance of Huqoog-ullah like non-offering any 
time's obligatory prayer or non-observance of any 
day's fast may be forgiven by Allah Almighty, the 
Most Forgiving, provided that the delinquent 
believer sincerely repents and_ seeks His 
forgiveness and also resolutely determines to 
improve himself and not to repeat the major sins.

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HIJAB - STEPS TO 
CONSIDER 
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What considerations should be given to wearing 
the hijab? 
Many well-meaning individuals will point out to 
you Ayat’s from the Holy Quraan and Hadees of 
the Holy Prophet Muhammad (Peace be upon him) 
that reveal the Islamic injunction to cover our 
bodies. They are expecting you to enthusiastically 
accept and begin obeying this injunction. Perhaps 
you are convinced of the moral, social and many 
other benefits of hijab and maybe even begin to 
desire to cover yourselves, but it is almost never 
that easy. There can be many consequences that 
come out of Islamic covering that, although they 
should in most cases not be used as excuses not to 
cover, must be considered frankly and seriously 
before beginning to wear hijab full-time.

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HIJAB IN THE WORKPLACE 
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What issues could Muslim women face in the 
workplace? 


The issue of clothing could come up in the initial 
interview for a job. Some interviewers might ask if 
you plan to wear the scarf to work. Others 
inappropriately inquire about religious practices or 
beliefs. Sometimes the prospective employee, 
feeling pressure to earn a living, will take off the 
scarf for the interview and then put it on when 
hired for the job. Modest dress should not be 
equated with incompetence. Other issues include 
unwanted touching or pulling on scarves by 


employees, verbal harassment or subtle exclusion 
and denial of promotion. 


What can an employer reasonably require of a 
woman wearing hijab? 
An employer can ask that an employee's clothing 
not pose a danger to that employee or to others. 
For example, a Muslim woman who wears her 
head scarf so that loose ends are exposed should 
not be operating a drill press or similar machinery. 
That employee could be asked to arrange her hijab 
so that the loose ends are tucked in. An employer 
can ask that the hijab be neat and clean and in a 
color that does not clash with a company uniform.

Life 
in Madina Munawwara allowed the Muslim 
community to mature and strengthen, and the

What is HAIZ? 


_ Haiz is vaginal bleeding that is a monthly 


occurrence in women; it is referred to as monthly 
period or menstrual cycle. It begins when a girl 
reaches the age of puberty (generally between 9 to 
15 years old) they start losing blood from the 
vagina approximately every 28 days, the duration 
for every individual varies it is normally between 
three to ten days. 


What is NIFAS? 


: Nifas is the name given to the vaginal bleeding 


after child birth. The duration for nifas could be 


from a few seconds only up to 40 days. Their is no 
minimum period for NIFAS. 


What is STITH AZA? 


| Istihaza is the name given to the abnormal vaginal 


bleeding due to some form of illness. During 
Istihaza you are not napaak and thus it is Farz

The face must be washed three times. In doing so, 
the water must be splashed on the forehead, so that 
the part (portion) above the forehead is soaked as 
well. Remember that the face is not washed by 
simply splashing the nose, the eyes, eyebrows, the 
cheeks with hands, full of water and then running 
the hands over the rest of the face. This ablution 
will not be valid. The face should be washed from 
the top of the forehead to beneath the chin and 
from one ear's lobe to other ear's lobe. 


Wash each hand and forearm including the elbows 
in such a way that no part of the arm from the 
elbows to finger nails remain dry. Otherwise, 
Wuzu will not be valid. First the right hand, then 
the left hand must be washed three times 


Then wet the hands, firstly anointing the head, 
then the ears and finally the neck (Masah). This 
should be done only one time. 


Finally both feet including the ankles, must be 
washed three times each, first the right and then 
the left one (foot). 


How do you do Masah of the head? 


Having the hands wet with fresh water join three 
fingers (excluding the forefingers and thumbs) of 
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both the hands and pass them over the head from 
the forelock up to the nape of the neck and then 
bring them back similarly to the forehead; (the 
palms should not touch the head); wipe the inner 
sides of the ears with the tips of forefingers and 
wipe the outsides of the ears with the insides of the 
thumbs and the neck be wiped with the back of the 
fingers. [tis undesirable to do Masah of the throat.

How many times are the requisite parts of the 
body washed during Wuzu? 


A tradition of the Holy Prophet Muhammad (Peace 
be upon him) says: To wash all the requisite parts 
of the body once during Wuzu is Fard (obligatory), 
to wash twice earns double reward and to wash 


thrice is the way of mine (his Sunnah) and of the 
past Prophets. 


What is the excellence of Miswaak (tooth-stick) 
and how to use it? 


Use of Miswaak (soft-stick) during Wuzu is 
Sunnat-e-Muakkadah (emphasised, regular 
Sunnah). The Holy Prophet Muhammad (Peace be 
upon him) said that the ablution done with 


Miswaak carries seventy-fold reward compared to 
Miswak-less ablution. 


Will ablution remain valid if blood is frequently 
wiped from a wound? 


If the blood was frequently wiped from a wound 
then it should be judged would the blood have 
flowed if it was not wiped. If so the ablution 
nullifies otherwise not. The same formula applies 
to the case in which dust or ash is put on the 
wound to stop bleeding. 
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What injunction is there about piece-meal vomit? 
If one vomits piece-meal and total quantity of the 
vomit comes to the mouthful, the Wuzu will be 
nullified and in case one vomits a little and gets 
relief and after a while feels nausea and vomits a 
little again in the same sitting, the Wuzu will not

Will ablution remain valid if gums (mouth)

If the spit is overwhelmed (turns crimson) by the 
blood oozing from the gums (mouth), the ablution 
will be nullified otherwise not. 


What about the blood which oozes from any part 
of the body but does not flow? 


Ablution will not be nullified by the blood or pus 
which oozes so little that it can not flow. So is the 
case with the blood which tinges tooth-stick or 
finger during teeth-rubbing or anything is tinged 
with the blood when it was bitten with the teeth or 
finger gets tinged when inserted into nostrils for 
wash or blood clot comes out on blowing the nose.

Can many prayers be offered with one 
Tayammum? 

Yes, layammum to us its the substitute of Wuzu 
and Ghusl so we can offer many obligatory and 
optional prayers with one Tayammum as we do 
with one Wuzu or Ghusl. 


Which things make Tayammum void? 


Tayammum nullified by the things which render 
Wuzu void or make Ghusl obligatory. Besides, 
attainment to the water or physical fitness to use 
the water also make Tayammum void 


For example, one performed Tayammum for Ghusl 
being seriously ill but afterwards he recovers and 
he is fit to use water, then he will have to do Ghusl 
as his Tayammum has gone void. 


How long can one keep performing Tayammum? 


One can keep doing Tayammum unless the water 
is available or the disability is removed. No matter 
if one has to practise it for years under ¢ ompulsion. 


Is Tayammum lawful for one whom the cold 
water harms but the hot water suites him? 


If the cold water harms one in sickness and the hot 
water does not, then he should use hot water. 
lTayammum is not lawful for him. However, he can 
do Tayammum if he is at such a place where the 
water is not available. In case, Wuzu or Ghusl 
harms one in the cold climate but does not harm in 
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hot climate then he should perform layammum in 
the cold climate and when it turns hot (feasible to 
him) he’ should do Ghusl or Wuzu as the case may 
be. If water harms the head he should begin Ghus! 
from the neck (throat) downwards and do Masah 
of the head i.e. pass the fingers of both the hands 
over it. 


Is Tayammum lawful if you are in possession of 
Zam Zam water? 


Tayammum is not lawful for the one who is in| 
possession of a sufficient quantity of Zam Zam 

(water of sacred well adjacent to Holy Kaaba) with 
which he can perform Wuzu. No matter if he is 
taking it as a gift or for a patient. 


CHAPTER 10 
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What does Satr-e-Aurat means? 


Satr-e-Aurat means to cover those parts of the body 
which must be covered during prayer. 


Which parts of the body are to be covered by man 
and woman during prayer? 


It is obligatory (Farz) upon man to cover himself 
from the navel to the knees (exclusive of navel and 
inclusive of knees) and woman to cover her entire 
body except face, palms and soles of the feet. Her 
hair (plaited on the back or loose), neck and wrists 
are also included in Satr-e-Aurat but even then it 
should not be exposed to strangers. 


Will prayer be in order or not if any covered parts 
of the body gets exposed? 


Prayer will be in order if any covered part of the 
body (Satr-e-Aurat) gets exposed. In case, the 
covering of the exposed part is delayed for such an 
interval that one could easily say Subhaan Allah 
thrice or any part was deliberately exposed even 
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though covered immediately, the prayer will go 
void in such condition.

Ans) Prayer will not be lawful if one offers naked even 
ina lonely house in darkness despite possessing a 
piece of cloth to cover his Satr-e-Aurat. 


05) Is Satr-e-Aurat to be observed even in loneliness? 


Ans; The observance of Satr-e-Aurat is Waajib (essential) 
in all conditions (within or without the prayer even 
one is alone). It should not be exposed in loneliness 
unless permitted by the shari ah.

Ans; Wearing so thin cloths that the body looks through
